W A S H IN G T O N , M arch 22— Th e fu tu re a to­ 
rn ic-h ydrogen defense of \V ash ington. acco rd­ 
ing to atomic scientists, m u st requ ire a ring of 
fire stations fifteen miles ou t of th e city and 
com pletely a ro u n d th e city. 
P re se n t fire s ta ­ 
tions inside th e city w ou ld be wiped ou t and 
fu tile in case of an e n e m y attack. 
It will re­ 
qu ire from 10,000 to 15,000 reg u larly trained 
and paid fire m e n to m an th ese stations. 
Th e defense of N ew York, a city nine times 
th e size of W ash ington w ou ld requ ire at least 
nine times as m an y firem en — abou t 100,000 —- 
and cost nine times as m u ch . 
In brief, th e de ­

Gen, George C. M arsh all, fo rm er A r m y Ch ief 
of Staff and S e cretary of State, says h e w o n ’t 
w rite h L m em o irs becau se to tell th e wh ole 
tru th m ig h t do irreparab le to living men. 
Says th e general: 


“ In evitab ly th e press reaction— th e pu blic r e ­ 
action— devotes itself to th e critical item, al­ 
th ou gh it m a y be only one pa ra g ra ph in th e 
e n tire book. 
“You alm ost ru in a man. Bu t if you do n ’t 
m en tio n th at, it is not h istory, becau se it h ad 
a ve ry im po rta n t h earing on th e procedu re.” 
M a n y o th e r m en w h o h ave played a key role 
in th e great events of Am erica's recent past do 
not seem to sh are M arsh all’s attitu de. E ith er 
th ey are less concerned abou t th e im pact of th eir 
disclosu res u pon living individu als, or th ey b e ­ 
lieve th e im portance of th eir story transcends 
w h a te ve r da m a g e th ey m a y do. 
N a tu ra lly th ere m a y be some, too, w h o ch oose 
to leave ou t vital parts of th e story r a th e r th an 
offend principals wh ose pa r t in th e events m ay 
h a ve laid th e m open to criticism. 
We agree w ith M arsh a ll th a t leaving ou t es­ 
sentials to ach ieve a resu lt th a t is simply “ pleas­ 
a n t r e a din g ” is an u n w ise th ing. 
It m a y be 
b a dly m isleading to all bu t th e most discerning 


of ou r h istorians. 
As for w h e th e r or not to risk h a rm in g living 
m en. th at is an 
individu al 
ch oice th at each 
pu blic figu re m u s t m a ke according to h is own 
conscience. B u t in o u r view, no m a n sh ou ld 
b a r for all tim e th e telling of h is personal 


ch ronicle of great events. 
In o th er words, no one can rig h tly qu arrel 
w ith th e general 
for declining to speak ou t 
pu blicly at th is time. B u t it w o u ld be a great 


lost te h istory if h i« version of event« w ere 
n e ve r to be told. 
M arsh all is rated th e great organizing geniu s 
of ou r victoriou s m ilitary effort. On top of th at, 
h e was ou r ch ief diplomat in one of th e most 
pu zzling periods in th e h istory of U. S. foreign 
affairs. Th e h istorian can never gau ge th e w ar 
and 
early 
postw ar 
days 
accu rately 
w ith ou t 
kn o w in g w h a t Marsh all did, w h a t h e th ou gh t, 
h ow events appeared to h im. 
Som e say th e lessons of h istory are seldom 
learned. B u t we dare not assu m e m an will not 
learn to dr a w m ore gu idance from th e story 
of h is own past. T h at story, well and completely 
told, is inevitably filled with great instru ction 
for h is present cou rse— no m a tte r w h a t th e age 
h e's living in. 
M arsh all owes it to h istory to set dow n h is 
personal re po rt on th e w a r and its afterm ath . 
Let h im tell th e fu ll story, sparing no one. To 
protect a n y living m en likely to be h u rt, h e 
can direct th a t h is m em oirs be kept secret u ntil, 
say, 2000 A. D. 
T h a t w a y th e general m ay live with h is con­ 
science, and h e m ay know also th at h e h as 
faith fu lly perform ed h is final, inescapable du t y 
as a h igh pu blic servant.

The Capital in a Crisis 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON. March 22— The -future ato- 


mic-hydrogen 
defense of Washington, accord- 


ing to atomic scientists, must require a ring of 
fire stations fifteen miles out of the city and 
completely around the city. 
Present fire sta- 


tions inside the city would be wiped out and 
futile in case of an enemy attack. 
It will re- 


quire from 10,000 to 15,000 rccularly trained 
and paid firemen to man these stations. 


The defense of New York, a city nine times 


the si/e of Washington would require at least 
nine times as many firemen — about 100.000 — 
and cost nine times as much. In brief, the de- 
fense of our big cities against future hydrogen 
bombing would just about bankrupt us. Peace 
will be cheaper. 


Every noon when Republican senators sit 


down at lunch they ask each other: "How's Joe 
doing?" 
They are referring to their colleague, 


Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin. 
They agree that 


Joe isn't doing well, but they think he's win- 
ning votes for Republicans. Senator Taft, now 
the leader of the party, expressed it this way: 
"I told Joe to keep talking. I don't think he's 
got anything. 
But the longer he talks, the 


more people will think he has something." 


Worked up by astute political speeches, the 


drift toward isolation continues. The secretary 
of state Dean Acheson, a scholar more than a 
politician, has lost so much political appeal that 
some Senate leaders want Truman to dump him. 


Meanwhile, in Key West, President Truman 


sits in the sun, oblivious to congressional bitter- 
ness, oblivious to his slipping foreign policy. In 
'addition to Republicans, many Democrats are 
bitter at Truman. They feel that overnight — 
election night of November, 1948 — he was 
transformed from a humble little man \vho ask- 
ed all Americans to help him, to a boastful little 
"I-did-it" Harry. 


In the Wardman Park hotel in Washington, 


Senator Arthur Vandenbei-g of Michigan, the 
Republican, who has had the courage and un- 
selfishness to give the United States a biparti- 
san foreign policy, remains ill. He may never 
go back to the Senate as a vigorous leader. With- 
out him, less responsible Republicans run ber-_ 
serk. 


Democratic leaders would like to see their 


president launch a bold, brave move for a uni- 
fied nation. 
They recall how President Roose- 


velt conferred repeatedly with Wendell Willkie 
and brought two elder GOP statesmen, Henry 
L. Stimson and Frank Knox, into his cabinet. 
They wish Truman would call Dcwey, Stasscn, 
Warren of California to a conference on the 
vital problems facing this coun'ry — before it 
is too late. 


Along the Hungarian-Yugoslav border, more 


and more divisions of the Red army have been 
moved up, including mechanized divisions. They 
are equipped with machine shops and heavy 
repair units, which do not accompany troops 
unless they arc heading for battle. Soiv.c Rus- 
sian troops, seized by Yugoslavs in border raids, 
have maps showing Yugoslav airports and Dan- 
ube bridges. 


It looks as if the Red army is waiting for 


spring and dry weather for the big push against 
the one man who has successfully defied Stalin. 
But whether that push comes or not, virtual 
war is now on. And it will continue on until 
one side or the other cracks. 


Risk of Hurling Living 3len 
Shouldn't Bar Marshall Story

Gen. George C. Marshall, former Army Chief 


of Staff and Secretary of State, says he won't 
write his memoirs because to tell the whole 
truth might do irreparable to living men. 


Says the general: 
"Inevitably the press reaction — the public re- 


action — devotes itself to the critical item, al- 
though it may be only one paragraph in the 
entire book. 


"You almost ruin a man. But if you don't 


mention that, it is not history, because it had 
a very important bearing on the procedure." 


Many other men who have played a key role 


in the great events of America's recent past do 
not seem to share Marshall's altitude. Either 
they are less concerned about the impact of their 
disclosures upon living individuals, or they be- 
lieve the importance of their story transcends 
whatever damage they may do. 


Naturally there may be some, too, who choose 


to leave out vital parts of the story rather than 
offend principals whose part in the events may 
have laid them open to criticism. 


We agree with Marshall that leaving out es- 


sentials to achieve a result that is simply "pleas- 
ant reading'' is an unwise thing. It may be 
badly misleading to all but the most discerning 
of our historians. 


As for whether or not to risk harming living 


men, that is an individual choice that each 
public figure must make according to his own 
conscience. But in our view, no man should 
bar for all time the telling of his personal 
chronicle of great events. 


In other words, no one can rightly quarrel 


with the general for declining to speak out 
publicly at this time. But it would be a great 


lose to .history if his version of events were 
never to be told. 


Marshall is rated the great organizing genius 


of our victorious military effort. On top of that, 
he was our chief diplomat in one of the most 
puzzling periods in the history of U. S. foreign 
affairs. The historian can never gauge the war 
and early 
postwar 
days 
accurately without 


knowing what Marshall did, what he thought, 
how events appeared to him. 


Some say the lessons of history are seldom 


learned. But we dare not assume man will not 
learn to draw more guidance from the story 
of his own past. That story, well and completely 
told, is inevitably filled with areat instruction 
for his present course—no matter what the age 
he's living in. 


Marshall owes it to history to set down his 


personal report on the war and its aftermath. 
Let him tell the full story, sparing no one. To 
protect any living men likely to be hurt, he 
can direct that his memoirs be kept secret until, 
say, 2000 A. D. 


That way the general may live with his con- 


science, and he may know also that he has 
faithfully performed his final, inescapable duty 
as a high public servant.

And it brings you up against the stark realiza- 
tion that there are many more of the latter 
than the former. 


In the first place, there is no use saving any- 


one over 30 years old. The ten to be picked will 
have the job of procreating to carry on civili/a- 
iion. So all the old gals and gaffers are out. 
Much as you would at first be inclined to nomi- 
nate for salvation John L. Lewis and Eleanor 
Roosevelt or Senator and Martha Taft, tiie sad 
truth is that they'll have to be sacrificed. No 
personal reflections about this of course. It's all 
in the interest of posterity, and the wisdom ' 
of the aged counts for naught. 


Some people working on this list would no 


doubt like to approach it from the Dan Cupid 
angle and do some ideal matchmaking: Margaret 
O'Brien and boy friend. Joe DiMaggio and a 
diving queen. Ingrid Bergman and Rita Hay- 
worth and their latest. Clark Clifford and Miss 
America. Margaret Truman and Mr. America. 
Yeluidi Menuhin and somebody to play the 
piano. 


But that's no go. It's too much like the old 


story about the proposal that Bernard Shaw 
marry Elenora Duse. The idea was that their 
children—with his brains and her beauty— 
would all be geniuses. Shaw discovered the 
catch in that one. What if the offspring turned 
out to have his beauty and her brains? 


Spin the Wheel 
Perhaps the easiest way to start on this prob- 


lem would be to conduct a national lottery. 
Leave it to chance. That's what Mother Nature 
has done since the beginning of time. It has 
produced some terrible misfits. It has also pro- 
duced Abraham Lincoln, Thomas A. Edison, 
Mark Twain and Walt Whitman. Ten people 
picked at random—if of sound body and average 
intelligence—would probably do as good a job 
as five ideal couples. 


Another approach would be to pick 'cm the 


way they pick race horses. Get good stock. Per- 
fect physical specimens, high I. Q. Or pick one 
couple on those standards. Then surround them 
with four other couples who would contribute 
most to their slaying alive. 


First off, you would want a scientist. Some- 


body who could run a Geiger counter and tell 
you where it would be safe to put your tootsies 
without getting them ray-burned in an atom- 
contaminated world. That suggests some young 
atomic scientist like J. Robert Oppenhcimcr, 
generally conceded the smartest of the Ameri- 
can geniuses. Only he'd have to promise not to 
build another bomb. If his wife is a school- 
teacher let him bring her along to educate the 
next generation. 


You would want a young doctor and nurse, 


to carry on what mankind has learned so far 
about curing illness and saving life. 


Next you would want a good tanner and 


wife. Somebody who knew how to grow po- 
talocs and can lomaloes. That suggests picking 
the champion 4-H Club boy and girl each year, 
and keeping them available. 
They're young 


enough, of good country stock, sound of heart, 
of health, of mind and habit. 


Next you would need a good mechanic and 


jack-of-al!-trades—somebody who could build 
a porch on the cave, rig up a watcrwhccl, hook 
it to a grindstone, build a fire by rubbing sticks 
together, trap a squirrel, skin a rabbit, build 
a boat, cut firewood and fix the plumbing. By 
all means he must be able to do that. 


Your jack-of-all-trades" would need to have 


a good practical wife. Somebody who could run 
a sewing machine, hang curtains over the cave 
windows, bake a wild cherry pie, spin, weave 
and darn socks. 


And there you have your ten. 
As for all politicians, lawyers, radio enter- 


tainers, bond salesmen, bankers, real estate 
agents, movie stars, executives, Canasta players 
and newspaper columnists—

Healed at the heart, you can say, "Let the world come on'" 


but hurt at the heart by fear and worry, you are'knocked clown 
by happenings—real and imaginary. The man who fights life's 
battles without four fights one enemy—the real thint; confronting 
him. But the man who fights with tears within him fights three 
enemies—the real thing to Vight, plus the imaginary things built 
up by fear, plus the fear, itself. And the greatest of these is fear, 
tear is the Fifth Columnist within the soul, the Trojan horse 
that looses from within itself the enemies that capture 'us within 
before the real fight with the outward enemy begins 


Then take your fear 
By the car. 
And say, "Sec here, 
If the thing I fear 
Were really here, 
It could not cause a tear 
So scalding, nor could it sear 
My soul as much as you, the fear, 
So, now and forever, out of here!'" 


So, boiled down to its essence, the conclusion is that there is 


nothing to fear, nothing to worry about except worry. 


But to leave the matter there with that trite saying is to leave 


That 
would be just as bad as fearing and worrying about somethinc 
objective. Even the fear of fear must go. How? By fastening our 
attention not on the thing to be feared, or on the fear of this fear, 
but on Christ, the Savior from fear.

Special Summer Camps Fit 
Needs of Handicapped Child

Great progress has been made 


in the medical care and in the 
understanding o£ children 
who 


are crippled, deformed or handi- 
capped by injury or disease. 
A 


number of involuntary organiza- 
tions have helped immensely. To- 
day many of llie.se youngsters can 
be helped to take a more normal 
part in the menial and physical 
activities in which others of the 
same age indulge. 


It is encouraging to realize, too. 


that play as well as work has been 
so much improved for the handi- 
capped. 
Camping in the summer 


has been one of the great delights 
of ninny children for years. Now 
the camping experience (adjusted 
to the particular needs of the 
youngster) can be provided for 
more and more of the handicapped 
and crippled. 


For example, the National So- 


ciety for Crippled Children and 
Adults (II South LaSalle Street, 
Chicago 3,-Illinois) in co-opera- 
tion with the American Camping 
Association (343 South Dearborn 
Street. Chicago, Illinois) has in- 
formed me that either organiza- 
tion would he willing to .supply 
information on camps for cripplqd 
children 
which 
are 
located in 


many parts of the continent. 


These camps are not exclusively 


the privilege of the rich. Through 
the generosity of many public- 
spirited ci'.izens, it is often pos- 
sible to send children who need 
it to some of these camps under 
scholarships or partial scholar- 
ships. 


It is particularly appropriate :o 


call attention to this service and 
to the other great work for handi- 
capped youngsters which the Na- 
tional Society for Crippled Chil- 
dren and Adults has done now 
when the Easter Seal campaign is 
under way. 


Special Diabetic Camps 
Other organizations also have 


an interest in camps for handi- 
capped youngsters. 
There are a 


number of camps which'are de- 
signed particularly for children 
with diabetes. Youngsters suffer- 
ing from this condition can profit 
greatly from a properly conducted 
camp experience. 


I am gratified, therefore, to be 


able to report that the American 
Diabetes 
Association 
(1 
Nevin 


Street, Brooklyn, 17, New York) 
has also offered its services as a 
clearing house for information on 
diabetic camps. 


Certainly all children should 


have a camp experience if it can 
be arranged.

numbers racket, plus the operation 
of both o( them in the relatively 
new in-plant gambling business.

Odds and results ar 
flashed to gamblers and bookii 
joints all over the country by iiv 
tcgrated networks of long dis 
lance telephone lines and on the 
same wires that carry horse race 
information.

cipal function of the syndicate 
is to serve as 'lay-off houses -fo 
smaller sports book-makers, anc 
the 'servicing' of big money gam- 
blers."

Last summer, in Boston alone 


it was estimated that the syndi- 
cate was taking in about $200,000 
worth of bets a.week and woulc 
aggregate about $4,000,000 for the 
season. Nationally, it is estimatec 
by reliable investigators, the tola 
take is $5,000,000,000. 


The numbers or "policy" racket 


first became popular because ver\ 
small sums, even pennies, could 
be wagered. Bets are made on the 
"number" of the clay. The most 
popular method of getting the 
"number" is to select various pre- 
determined digits from the daily 
pari-rnutucl prices. 


There are many clever ways of 


cheating the numbers players. Not 
long ago the daily number was 
composed of two digits from the 
noon report of bond sales in the 
New York exchange and one .digit 
of the Cincinnati Clearing House 
reports. In a sensational expose,' 
the secrelary of the clearing house, 
Dcnnison Dubel, was discovered 
accepting a bribe lo manipulate 
the number so that a minimum 
number of betters would win. He 
is now in prison.

There is hardly a city of any 


size in the U. S. where, some form 
and degree of the numbers racket 
isn't operating. 
A conservative 


estimate places it as a $2,000,000,- 
000 business. The Massachusetts 
report says. 


"A typical numbers-booking or- 


ganization includes 'writers,' who 
make daily rounds accepting plays 
by individuals, retaining up to 25 
per cent commission for their ef- 
forts, the 'group men' who receive 
the collections of the writers and 
write numbers themselves, 
also 


on a basis of a commission of up 
to 25 to 50 per cent, the 'pick-up' 
men who pick up the play from 
the group men, usually on a salary 
basis, turning these sums over to 
the 'bankers.'" 


The bankers themselves have 


direct contact and are controlled 
by the syndicate. Nobody below 
the bankers knows anything about 
the details oC the syndicate opera- 
tion. And sometimes the bankers 
only deal with one syndicate rep- 
resentative. 


Both of these forms of gam- 


bling, as well as horse race bet- 
ting, have found millions oi brand 
new customers among workers in 
big industrial plants around the 
country. 
Factories 
became 
the 


scene of major gambling opera- 
tions during the war. A careful 
study made by "Business Week" 
magazine reveals these startling 
facts: 


"On the average, one out of 


every 250 employes of industry 
is also employed by a gambling 
syndicate as an in-plant agent. In 
plants of 1000 employes or more, 
an average of 10 per cent of pro- 
duction workers consistently gam- 
ble on the job. Around 50 per cent 


of all employes in these plants 
gamble at some time or other. 


"For every job opening as a 


gamblers' agent, there are dozens 
of applicants from among workers 
regularly employed in the plant. 
The risk of being seriously pun- 
ished if caught is relatively slight. 
In-plant gambling is a much more 
highly organized business since 
the end of the war. National syn- 
dicates are involved as never be- 
fore'.' 


What this activity means in the

Another Standby 
"Another standby in the trad- 


is known as the rulc-of-thro, 
joke," said Kicrnan. "For instance 
if you say,, 'she is not only prcttj

but she is also stupid'—well, a 
certain percentage of people wil 
think that remark is mildly funny 
The sequence builds up to an 
anti-climax." •

cializes in what 13 called "throw-

artists, such as Milton Berle. 


During a 70-minute morning 


broadcast, I n t e r s p e r s e d with 
phonograph records, Waller gen- 
erates a minimum of 30 low-pres- 
sure wisecracks on news of the 
day, and tosses them off spon- 
taneously. But it takes him an 
hour-and-a-half of hard writing 
to develop and whip into pattern 
the 20 gags he packs into a five- 
minute ABC network program. 


"You can't write them by a 


formula," he said. "But after a 
few years you find you can write 
them by reflex. One joke sets the 
stage for the next one. 


"I mumble out loud as I write, 


because the material has to sound 
right as well as read right." 


No Card File of Jokes 
Unlike many comedians, Kicr- 


nan doesn't keep a card file of 
Jokes. 


"When you've used a joke, it's 


better to throw it away," he said. 
"You can't keep yourself alive 
long trying to keep old jokes 
alive." 


He avoids dialect jokes, atom 


bomb jokes ("it's too serious to 
joke about"), or deformity words 
—such 
as 
blind 
drunk, blind 


date, cock-eyed or cross-eyed. 


"Anyone who has a deformity 


doesn't think it's funny," said 
Kicrnan. 


What is Ills funniest joke? He 


doesn't know, but the one copied 
most often by other humorists 
was his story of how he made an 
electric blanket by using some 
wiring from an old toaster bi 
had to give it up "because 
started to popping me out of be 
buttered on both sides."

If you top-dress 01 
a diy lawn, be sure to water th 
lawn well immediately aftciwaic 
After your lawn is well ducd out 
give it a light lolling to firm (no 
pack down) the soil around tin 
grass roots and to level off th< 
uneven spots. Use a light rollci 
or one with only about 25 pounds 
of water in it. This is the time 
to patch i;p any bare or won 
spots. First square off the worn 
spot and dig it out to a depth of 
several inches. Sprinkle the bot- 
tom with a little fertilizer and 
then patch with squares of gooc 
sod. 
Tamp well.

"V" consisting of 8 inch tile laid

completed installation of tile in 
the West District.

one specific Russian complaint 
which is understandable is made 
against American policy.

The Russians are counting 
heavily on atomic energy for the 
power with which to hurdle their 
years-long lag in catching up with 
the industrial revolution.

course of a more gradual develop- 


ment. They believe that proposed 
international controls would be 
rigged by the anti-Soviet major- 
ity to throttle these hopes. 


The western nations are just as 


naturally fearful that, without the 
strictest sort of controls and in- 
spection, Russia would be prepar- 
ing secretly for atomic warfare 
whenever she feels the time is 
ripe to put the military climax to 
her world revolution.

A. Lincoln, President of the'Metropolitan

WASHINGTON, March 22—yp) 


—The House Appropriations com- 
mittee Tuesday sharply criticized 
Agriculture Department for "over- 
Japping and duplication" in l\s 
multi-billion dollar activities. 


It called upon Secretary Bran- 


nan to make a searching study of 
nationwide activities of his de- 
partment looking toward a more 
efficient organization. 


And, emphasizing the desirabil- 


ity of government economy, the 
committee said it was "disturbed 
about the question of efficient ad- 
ministration and operation" with- 
in the agency which directs broad 
food and farm research, crop con- 
trol and price support programs. 


"The committee 
is 
concerned 


about the future of the depart- 
ment and the 
agricultural pro- 


gram; of the country, in view of 
the face that a large number of 
separate organizational units arc 
conducting separate and in many 
cases completely independent pro- 
grams in the field, cadi with a 
separate representative contacting 
the farmer," the committee said. 


It cited as an example the scp 


aratc soil conservation activities o 
the soil conservation service na 
the production and marketing ac 
ministration. 


The committee also professed t 


see "some reluctance throughoi 
the department to adopt new line 
of research holding more prom 
ise." It said committee invcstiga 
tions had disclosed a complct 
lack of advanced planning in dc 
partment programs for insect anc 
plant disease control. 


Similar criticism of the depart 


ment h^s been made by the Hoov 
er commission on reorganizatio 
of the government. 


The house committee's remark 


were made in a report on th 
Agriculture department section o 
a huge $29,000,000,000 appropri 
ation bill approved by the com 
mittee today. The measure rec- 
ommends $1,234,382,000 to run th 
department's activities—cxclusiv 
of price supports—for the IDS. 
fiscal year, starting July 1. This

pants make very cuddly bears 


Mrs. De Wayne C. Anderson got 


the Teddy bear idea when hoi 
husband brought home 150 pairs 
which he bought as surplus and 
planned to sell. She cuts up the 
pants and sews the pieces together 
in the shape of three-foot 
tall 


Teddies. For noses, feet-bottoms 
and paws she uses the dark brown 
leather from the pockets. 
She 


stuffs the bears with upholstery 
batting. Fox eyes from a furrier 
serve as eyes. 


And Mrs. Anderson says the 


pants bring more money as toy 
bears. 


Most square dance steps you 


usually do with your own part- 
ner, but here's ?n exception. 
It's 


called the "allemancle." The call 
is "allemandc left" or •'allemancle 
your 
corner. 
Remember, 
the 


"gents" corner is the lady to his 
left. 


When this s'.ep is called for, 


each man faces his corner lady. 
and they join left hands 
(see 


sketch at left). Then they both 
turn in a counter-clockwise, direc- 
tion. They make a complete cir- 
cle, ending up exactly where they 
started. 


The square dance scene in the 


movies—the 
one ' you've 
seen 


many times—always involves this 
next step, the ''grand right and 
left."' That's the step where ev- 
erybody weaves in and out, ex- 
tending right hand to one person 
and then left hand to the next, 
as they move in a circle. 


Here's the third of 12 les- 


son articles that show you 
how to do the basic square 
dancing steps and some of the 
advanced figures. 
Later ar- 


ticles will refer back to ear- 
lier lessons, so save them all 
for futuic reference. 


You start out by facing your 


partner, and joining right hands 
with him (or her). Thou you both 
forward in the direction you're 
facing. 
The men move counter- 


clockwise, the ladies clockwise. 
You alternate right and left hands 
with each person you come to. 
When you join right hands with 
a dancer (as the couple in the 
sketch is doing), you pass by his 
right shoulder. 
When you join 


left hands, as the sketched cou- 
ple will do with the next person 
they meet, y9u pass by his left 
shoulder. The result is a weaving 


in and out, around the circle, un- 
till you return to your "home" 
position. 


In some selections, a routine 


"grand right and left" works like 
this: The couple weaves in oppo- 
site directions around the circle, 
until they meet directly across 
from where they started.

they join hands and promenade 
home. 
In other sections, they 


meet across they set, but kee 
moving around until they com 
back to where they started.
